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THE President having signed the Emergency De- 
ficiency bill, the various claims under the Mullan 
longevity «decision will be settled as soon as practi- 
cable. The considerable number of Navy officers 
interested will have their accounts settled before 
the end of the present fiscal year. 








Very little pregress haz been made by the Mili- 
tary and Naval Committees of the House on the 
Army and Navy appropriation bills. The sub-com- 
mittees having the two measures in charge expect 
to get to work next week, but as the time of the 
House for the next six weeks or more will be 
occupied in debate on the tariff they will be in no 
hurry to complete the bills. 








THE appropriation to supply a deficiency in the 
Army mileage fund for the current fiscal year be- 
came available March 30, the Urgency Deficiency 
bill being signed by the President on that date. No 
time was lost by the Department in allotting the 
new fund to the paymasters of the several Depart 
ments, and the accumulated accounts which had 
been forwarded to Washington were immediately 
paid by Major Tucker, the post Paymaster there.

AMoNnG the important changes caused by the com 
pletion of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, not the 
least interesting is the influence upon the adminis 
tration of the affairs of the British Navy in the 
Pacific Ocean. The Lords of the Admiralty have 
directed that hereafter ships be commissioned and 
repaired at the western terminus of the railway on 
& more extensive seale than st Hong Kong, the rail- 
way company agreeing to carry stores, material, 
men and guns cheaper than heretofore. In the pa:t 
it has been the usual practice for ships to return to 


' England once in three years for the necessary re- 


pairs,“ but under the arrangements perfected at 
Esquimault, ships can remain ar indefinite period on 
the Pacific, insuring an estimated saving of not less 
than $250,000 per annum. A further result of this 
will be the creation of a naval reserve of vessels in 
the Pacific for use in an emergency. Extensive 
workshops and a fine dry dock render the Pacific 
station practically independent of the mother 
country, and affords a stiiking contrast to the dila 

tory, parsimonious policy pursued by the United 
States Government on the same coast. 








Tae Navy Mutual Aid Association beld its annual 
meeting at the Navy Department Tuesday evening 
last. The annual report of the Secretary and Trea- 
surer, Paymaster Leonard A. Frailey, was sub- 
mitted to the association, and from it is gathered 
the following items of interest to the Navy: During 
the year ending on the ist of April, 1888, the deaths 
numbered six, and the sum paid to their beneficiaries 
amounted to $21,954.20, not taking into the account 
the advance assessments returned, which in several 
instances was no inconsiderable sum. During the 
same feriod the longest time which elapsed between 
the notification of death and payment of beneficiary 
was four days, the average being two days. In two 
instances the payment was delayed by request of 
beneficiary. The membership at this time is 787, an 
increase ot eight during the year, although fifteen 
new memberships were filled. The value of an 
assessment, April 1, is $8,666.90. Funds amounting 
t $32,600 are investéd in U, S. Government securi- 


$1,347. Taken altogethr the Navy Mutual Aid 
would seem to be in quite a flourishing condition, 
under the efficient presidency of Captain Meade. 
The association was started in 1879. 








SPEAKING of the proposition before Congress to 
appropriate $1,000,000 for another factory for large 
guns, to be under the control of the Army, the pre- 
sent one at Washington being an appurtenance of 
the Navy Department, the Railroad Gazette says: 
“If such a bill should pass it will probably long 
| prevent our mauufacturing guns for other powers, 
‘as no one would be apt to expend $1,000,000 for 
machinery to manufacture guns when it was certain 
there would be no home market for them. On the 
other hand, a Government order for finished guns, 
such as was given tothe Bethlehem Oo. for forgings, 
would undoubtedly place a better plant at the dis- 
posal of our officers than Congress would give ap- 
propriations for. In private works guns made by 
mechanics trained also in economic administra:ion 
would, while subject to Government inspection, cost 
less than if made in Government shops, while pai 
of the mterest charges and cost of maintenance 
would almost surely be borne by foreign govern- 
ments. The great works of Krupp are as much at 
the disposal of the German Government as if they 
were government property, while all the nations 
which buy its guns share in the cost of its mainten- 
ance, and help pay for tbe perfection of its methods 
and machinery.” 








Wirs equal wisdom aad force the Real Estate 
Record, commenting on. the disposal of the national 
surplus, says: ‘‘Spend the sarplus productively. 
Our seacoast cities are wholly defenceless. Five 
billion dollars of property is absolutely at the mercy 
of any foreign power which has an ironclad fleet. 
We have neither fortifications, guns, war ships, 
floating batteries or a torpedu service. Forty mil!- 
lion dollars would not be too much to appropriate 
for defensive purposes. This would stimulate all 
our iron, stvel and allied industries, and would be 
the starting point for a general revival of basiness, 
for it would be an earnest that Congress would 
spend the surplus productively. Our flag is now 
banished from every sea and every port. The 
produets we send abroad and the goods we consume 
from abroad ought to make us the second commer- 
cial nation of the world, but our foreign trade is 
entirely in the hands of steamship lines owned in 
Europe. One of the most pressing needs is an aux- 
iliary steam navy, which could be used in foreign 
trade in time of peace, and be changed to commerce 
destroyers in time of war. The nation should belp 
in the construction of at least twenty swift vessels. 
this would give us once more an ocean steam ma- 
rine, which we have not had since the ciril war. 
But its immediate value woulda be that it would 
show a willingness on the part of Congress to spend 
the surplus productively. It would be an easy 
matter to continue in this strain. We want a Navy; 
then new public buildings are needed in nearly all 
the cities of tle Union. Thirty or forty millions 
could be wisely’ expended on new United States 
post-offices and courts.”

the recent case of Dr. Billings being identica!, 
and was therefore only formally submitted, as the 
briefs had been previously submitted for use by the 
court in the Billings case. The case of Captain 
Rawles, 5th Artillery, which involves the question 
of the difference between foot and mounted pay, 
was listened to with much interest by the Court, as 
covering a class of cases, the only difficulty being 
that Captain Rawles paid the money back when the 
2d Comptroller disallowedit. As the Secretary of 
War is not, therefore, called on to make a stoppage, 
and nocontroverted question requirmg his action 
remains in the Rawles case, the Court thought it 
was not in a position to give an opinion, but heard 
argument in order that if any one of the officers of 
the five foot batteries of artillery who were ordered 
to be mounted and were concerned in the decision 
had never refunded the disallowance, his case 
might be substituted. The view of the Court was 
technical, but proper. The case had been made up 
and filed before Major Gardiner was retained in it, 
and it was for the Court to say whether any con- 
troverted question was presented. If Captain 
Rawles had not paid back the amount disallowed, it 
would be all right. Perhaps some officer who has 
not paid back the money illegally exacted, may 
offer his case for adjudication. 








THe Committee on Naval Affairs in the House of 
Representatives, to whom was referred Mr. Her- 
bert’s bill reducing the course of study at the Naval 
Academy from six to four years, have agreed to re- 
port against the reduction, and at the same time 
will report favorably upon a substitute proposed by 
Commander Sampson, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy. This requires the Academic Board, be 
fore September 80 of each year, to divide the 1st 
Class of cadets into two parts, one for the line and 
Marine Corps, the other for the Engineer Corps, 
proportionate to the vacancies occurring in those 
branches of the Service during the preceding year 
to be filled from the Academy. Cadets assigned to 
the line and Marine Corps are to pursue the proper 
course of study to fit them for service in those two 
corps and those assigned to the Engineers are to fit 
for that corps bya proper course. Provision is 
made for promotions from those two classes into 
the Regular Service to fill actual vacancies, provided, 
however, that not less than seven shall go into the 
line, two into the Engineers and one into the 
Marines. Surplus vacancies in any one year may be 
filled from the graduates of the next ensuing year. 
So strenuous was the opposition to reduction of the 
Academic term from six to four years that this 
point was omitted both in the original bill and in 
Superintendent Sampson's substitute. In view of 
the present high standard of requirements from the 
Engineer Corps of the Navy, a definite course of 
study at the Naval Academy in steam engineering 
seems a necessity. Commander Sampson has been 
one of the first to appreciate and understand this, 
and it is understood thatthe bill to be reported by 
the Committee as modified by him will probably 
pass the present session. Commander Sampson has 
also suggested the advisability of providing for a 
special course m Naval architecture with the view 
to filling vacancies in the Construction Corps direct 
from the Naval Academy. The committee, how- 
ever, preferred the present system by which two 
graduates are sent abroad annually for an advanced 
course before appointment to this course.

Cauby, 
U.S. A., is recalled by the pension bill, recently in- 
troduced in the House by Congressmau Hermann of 
Oregon. It provides a pensiou of $25 a month for 
Winnebam Riddell, the Modoc squaw, who during 
the night that followed the massacre heard the 
groans of Col. Meacham, who was suffering agonies, 
stauncbed the flow of blood from his wounds with 
strips torn from her dress, and dragging him to a 
neighboring cave, supplied him with food and ten- 
derly nursed him until he had recovered sufficiently 
to escape. **Capt. Jack” learned of the incident 
from a scout and drove her from his tribe. She took 
refuge in a neighboriug settiement of whites and 
lived from hand to,mouth for many years by per- 
forming such labors as she could fiud todo. She is 
now old, gray-huired and bent. A friend of Meacham 
recently discovered her whereabouts and destitute 
condition and induced Representative Hermann to 
prepare the bill. 


THE unevenness of promotion in the line of the 
Army, under existing laws, is shown by references 
to the cases of Ist Lieut. Philip Reade, 3d Inf., and 
[st Lieut. Harry Reade, 25th Inf. The former was 
cowwissioned 2d lieutenant, 3d Infantry, May 13, 
1867—haviug had two years and seven months’ ser-

His brother, Har1y, was not com- 
missioned until March 4, 1872, and had had no previ- 
ous military service, but casualties and promotions 
in the 25th oy pet! advanced him to the grade of 
1st lieatenant, April 11, 1878. He reached the top of 
the list for ist lieutenants in his regiment, Sept. 1, 
1887. He becomes a captain of infantry April 1, 1888, 
through the retirement of Capt. Schooley, thus eb- 
taining the position of a company commander ip 
about 16 years’ actual service, while his brother, 
still a lieutenant in the same arm of the Service, bas 
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Phis assault apon ail the standing armies of the

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BREVETS FOR INDIAN SERVICE. 


lw the Senate, March 31, Mr. Manderson, from the 
Committee on Military Affairs, submitted a report 
on the bill (S. 1323) entitled *‘ A bill to confer brevet 
promotions on officers of the United States Army 
particularly distinguished by heroic actionin Indian 
warfare and for other purposes,” reporting back the 
bill S. 1323, amending it and recommendiug its pass- 

re. The Committee say: ‘The War Department 
and the Attorney-General bave held that officers in 
Indian wars could be brevetted during the existence 
of indian hostilities, and the reason assigned by the 
Senute for refusal to confirm has been that the ln- 
dian was not an ‘enemy,’ and that a conflict with 
Indians could not be termed ‘a time of war.’ As- 
suming this construction of the act of 1868 to be 
sound, your committee are of the opinion that the 
construction measures the extent of the reason why 
it should be extended to include officers who have 
distinguished themselves as aforesaid in Indian cam- 

igos. In 1868 a number of brevets for services in 

ndian wars were submitted to the Senate, some of 

which were confirmed; but there have been no con- 
firmations of this character since.”’ 

“On the geneial proposition, that of conferring 
brevet rank for distinguisbed service or heroic ac- 
tion in Indian wars, your committee can conceive 
of no good reason that would be valid in any war 
which would not apply with equal force in granting 
brevets in Indian wars, and concur with General 
W. T. Sherman, who says: 

“*If brevet commissions are right, and should be 
conferred for any wars whatever, they should be 
for lodian wars, because these wars call for the 
largest measures of risk, exposure, and toil, and 
every possible stimulus of honor and profit should 
be held out to encourage officers to struggle for suc- 


“A favorable revort was made on this spbject 
from this committee in the last Congress, at which 
time the committee was in receipt of numerous let- 
ters from Army officers of all grades urging that 
this brevet recognition be awarded; one of the docu- 
ments, numerously signed by officers contained the 
following.”” This is quoted and also the views ex- 
pressed by a House Committee which considered 
this snbject in the last Congress as follows : 


In other campaigns there is a certain glory Or distinction 
to be won, and an opportunity for promotion and reward, 
which, owing to the limited theatre of operations, and the 
peculiar nature of wars against sivages, does not and cannot 
exist in these campaigns. And yet every highest attribute 
of a good soldier and officer is called for in these wars. Cour- 
age, skill, vigilance, endurance, wisdom, judgment, and un- 

ing energy, while usually remote from and beyoad 
commubpication with officers of high rank, are all demanded 
in these disagreeable and thankless campuigns to 
our remote frontiers.

Capt. E. A. Snow gives quite a graphic avcount of 
the heroism and valor displayed by men upon whom 
it is proposed to confer this brevet rank. He says: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19, 1888. 
Hon. Chas. F. Mand rson, U. 8. Senator for Nebraska: 

DEAR Str: I have the honor to very respectfully submit to 
you the following, which are buta few from among many 
of the instances of personal valor on the battlefield that 
nave come to my notice in Indian wartare: 

Capt. Bourke distinguished himself on the field so fre- 
quently in the Apache campaigns from 1870 to 1873 as to be 
four times mentioned in general orders for hi3 gallant and 
heroic conduct, and in Other campaigns has frequently been 
the recipient of honorable and praiseworthy mention for his 
valor and services in the field, and he has been severn! times 
recommended for brevet promotion; but under existing 
laws, being unable to confer this recognition for vaior, the 
Otficers ceased to ask for it, or there would be a larger num- 
ber of instances which I could refer to. 

To omit many instances, I will observe that he distin- 
ished himself by leading a charge, ov March 17, 1876, on 
wder River, and in several charges on the d, on 

June 17, 1876, in an engagement with the same Indians who 
massac Gen. Custer’s command, and eght days before 
that fight. In this engagement, at the Rosebud, Captain 
Bourke saved my life after I was shot in the rightelbow and 
left wrist joints, causing total disability. He rode into the 
very midst of the Indi aod r i me, although the 
nearest skirmish line was at least 1,000 yards away. I could 
give other instances, but it would make this letter too long. 

Major Henry, of the 10th Cavairy, disting himself in 
eogagement, and so did Major Millis, of the 9th Cavairy ; 
and Major Mills whipped the Indians and won the first v 
a Md the Custer massacre, and it was one of the most 
brilliant ones of the campaign. Col. Hatch, of the 9th Cav- 
alry, distinguished at a more recert date, and many others. 
But it will occur that from the frequeut and constant In- 
dian warfare that the instances of valor are bumerous, and 
ad bill will enable the President and Senate to recognize 
t by a nominal! promotion.

INSTITUTION OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 


In a paper read before the English Institution of 
Naval Architects, March 21, Mr. Johu, general 
w Shipbuilding Company, 
described the designs of company for a 
p of war which was presented in —— 
tion with others to our Navy ment ace 
cepted. Mr. John said that to s the end of 1886, 
the draughtemen being then taf y employed 
on current work, be determined upon the types and 
dimensions of the ships and started on the com 
tition. Thed ns had to be in by.March 7, and it 
speaks volumes for the efficiency of the drawing and 
valculating staff that the two complete designs, 
with full calculations of strength, weight, buoyancy 
and stability. were finished in six weeks; ad one of 
them, the batileship, was awarded the $15,000 prize 
by a committee of ex and recommended to be 
built in America by the United States Government. 
There is also a contract entered into for the making 
of the working drawings, which will be done by the 
w's successors, the Naval Construction and 
Armaments Company under Mr. Jobn's supervision. 
In another paper read on the eame day it was said : 
“In destructive effect [ deem the gun equal, if not 
superior, to the torpedo, and in many other import- 
ant respects—in area of effect, accuracy, relia- 
bility, strength, and simplicity of construction—far 
beyond it; and I make bold to say that in my opio- 
ion it maintains these advantages throughout the 
whole scale of its application, from top to bottom. 
That being so, I view with some surprise the ten- 
dency to supplantin some vessels the more power- 
ful by the less powerful weapon, and I do not think 
this change ll stand the test of experience and 
use.” 








THE OVERDUE LANCASTER. 


Or the Lancaster the Washington correspondent 
of the N. Y. Tribune says: “Some of the officers 
here look upon the rumor that she is probably lost 
as almost absurd, and attribate her long voyage to 
the ridicuious regulations which require wur vessels 
not to use steam when going from port to port, and 
to use sail alone, except in cases of great emergency. 
Thie regulation was made on the plea of economy. 
An offtcer said March 29: ‘It would be difficult for 
a skilled mathematician to prove that this regula- 
tion, which prohibits the ase of steam at sea, is al- 
ways the most economical. Take, for instance, the 
case of the Pensacola, which recently returued from 
a three years’ cruise on the European station. She 
was about 40 days at sea or three times as long as 
she would have m had she been permitted to use 
her engines. The cost of coal to steam across would 
have amounted to less than $1,000. She had on board 
36 cfficers under full sea pay and 351 sailors aud 
petty officers; and as n yall of the latter had 
served beyond their terms of enlistment they were 
receiving one fourth additional pay until they 
could be discharged from service. These men also 
had to be provisioned so long as they renained on 
board, which must be calculated in the additional 
expense that need not have been incurred if the 
vessel had been hurried to finish her cruise. Then, 
too, the wear and tear upon the sails, rigging, spars 
and upon the vessel itself must be included 1 the 
expense; to say nothing of the anxiety and appre- 
hension of the families and relatives of those on 
board because of the long voyage.

THE TROUBLE WITH MOROCCO. 


Tur Department of State has received a despatch 
from United States Consul Lewis, at Tangier, Mo- 
rocco, giving the detailed circumstances which led 
to the present trouble between the Sultan and him- 
self, describing the insult to which he was subjected, 
and concluding : 

“I addressed a letter on Feb. 6 to the Moorish 
Minister, demanding certain apologies from the 
Basha of Tangier. After much delay | obtained a 
letter from the acting Minister, in which he showed 
a tendency to di the question. This letter 
rather adds to the insult, as iv it the insult offered 
vy a map local Governor is assumed by the acting 

‘oreign Minister. 

“ Upon the arrival of the EZ I took the 
aoe eae by the commander’s visit to 
the acting Minister of presenting a letter, reiterating 
my demands and requiring an immediate reply. On 
receiving those demands the Moorish Minister ad- 
dressed the commander of the E as to their 
terms, and was informed by the commander and by 
me that they were the demands of the United States 
representative,and that the commander bad nothing 
whatever to do with them. This renders the com- 
plaint of threatening in itself absurd. 

* Reference to the acting Moorish Minister’s writ- 
ten reply to my demands shows that the Moorish 
Goveroment not only declines to render an == 
ogy, but seeks to sustain the insult. The Basha’s 
course is without precedent.” 

A Washington despatch of April 5 says: 

“ The Secretary of State to-day received a cable 
message from United States Consul Lewis, at Tan- 
gier, from the tenor of Which it is inferred that sat- 
isfaccory settlement of the trouble with the Moor- 
ish Government will soon be ed."’

On Sunday morning about nine o'clock the news rapidly 
spread through the post that Mr. Edward V. Kinsley bad 
been found dead in bed half an hour before. The only per- 
sons in the house were the housekeeper and the hired man. 
Mr. Kinsley usually breakfasted in his room at 8 o'clock. 

the housekeeper took the breakfast to him she 
thought he was still asleep; going again half an hour later 
she found that he was dead. Dr. Alden wae hu y sutm- 
moned, and he found the body still warm. Death was prob- 
ably due to rbeumatism of the heart. Mr. Kinsley also suf- 
fered from Bright's disease, and although he has not been 
strong or well his condition was not considered at all seri- 
ous. Mr. Kinsley's brother-in-law, Senator Chandler, ar- 
rived here Monday morning, and Mrs. Kinsley, who was in 
New Hampshire attending her sick mother, came on Mon- 
day afternoon, The funeral took place on Wednesday 
noon at 2 o'clock from the chapel here, the Rev. Dr. Thomas, 
of Highland Falls, officiating. The interment was in our 
cemetery. The pall bearers were Gen. Parke. Professors 
Andrews, Bass, Mercur, and Tillman, and Lieut. Davis, 

There are few graduates who do not remember Mr, Kins- 
lev, by name or reputation, if not personally, for Kinsley’s 
orchard has furnisbed many feasts of delicious fruit to 
cadets. -He owned ali the land from the south end of the 
Academy grounds to Cranston’s, extending from the river 
back over the first ridge of hills, and it is without doubt the 
finest piece of property on the Hudson River. Gov- 
ernment ought to acquire possession of it, for if it is sold 
buildings will be erected on it right up to the mer 
reservation. Mr. Kinsley'’s father was Zebina J. D. Kinsley, 
who graduated in 1819. He served at the Academy from 
1820 till 1835, and it was during this period that be purchased 
the land above mentioned. In 18356 Lieut. Kinsley resigned 
and started a classical and mathematical school in the house 
where his son died on Sunday. The school became 
brated and was continued eleven years till the death, by ac- 
cident, of the founder. Mr. Kinsley leaves an widow, who is 
a sister of the wife of ex-Secretary Chandler, but no chil- 
dren. He was about 67 yeurs of age. 

An officers’ hop which was announced for Tuesday even- 
ing was given up in qanesquense of Mr, Kinsley's death and 
will take place next Tuesday evening.

By his command 
some officers have been studying the merits of the 
various liquid-fuel furnaces displayed at the Petro- 
leum Exhibition at Fe nr being held at the Rus- 
sian capital, and the Minister has more than once 
visited the building to examine them himself. When 
the pipe-line to Batoum, recently sanctioned by the 
Russian Government, is finished, Baku will be able 
to send to the Black Sea sufficient liquid fuel to 
supply tot only the Russian Black Sea fleet, but all 
the fleets of the Mediterranean as well. 


Capt. NATHANIEL McKay, the veteran shipbuild- 
er, is reported as saying: ‘* We have the best tulent 
in the world in the Navy Department. In my opin- 
ion Secretary Whitney has done more and gone fur- 
ther to build up a first-class navy than any man in 
Europe or America.

They have 
been experimenting, and we have been patching up 
a few old hulls. | have examined the best ships and 
plans in Europe, and never have | seen any that 
compare with those the Navy Department is build- 
ing. We have begun now to construct a first-class 
navy. It will take us from three to five years to get 
these ships finished, and we should not expect to 
see the results in a day.”’ 


Apvices from Key West, Fla., announce that the 
U.S. 8. Ossipee, bearing the flag of Rear Admiral 
Luce, commanding the North Atiantic squadron, 
arrived at Key West, April 5, from Havana.

THE event of most importance in the Army this 
week has been the retirement from active service, 
on account of ill health, of Major General Alfred 
Howe Terry, U. 8. Army. General Terry being too 
ill to travel North to appear before the Board in 
person their deliberations were confined entirely to 
an examination of the surgeon’s report, including 
certificates from his present attendants. These 
showed too plainly that the distinguished officer was 
not only permanently incapacitated for further ser- 
vice but that he is in a decidedly critical condition, 
suffering as he does from Bright’s disease in a very 
alarming form, his disability being incident to ser- 
vice, The retirement of General Terry has been 
followed promptly by the promotion of Brigadier- 
General George Crook to the rank of major-general 
and that of Colonel John R. Brooke, 8d Infantry, to 
the rank of brigadier-general. This involves the 
promotion of Lieutenant-Colonel E. ©. Mason, 
4th Infantry, to be colonel of the 3d; Major Fred 
Mears, 25th Infantry, to be lieutenant-colonel of 
the 4th; Captain Evan Miles, Twenty first In- 
fantry, to be major of the 25th; 1st Lieutenant 
J. W. Duncan, 2tst Infantry, to be captain 
ahd Second Lieutenant L. J. Hearn, to be 
ist lieutenant. As General Crook is the senior 
brigadier general and Colonel Brooke the eighth 
colonel in relative rank among the line officers, the 
honors are easy between promotion by seniority and 
promotion by selection. Whatever preferences 
there may be for the excellent officers who have 
been passed over, the eminent fitness of Colonel 
Brooke for promotion cannot be questioned. His 
record during and since the war has demonstrated 
his capacity. Of the seven line colonels senior to 
him one (Colonel Eautz) is a graduate of the Mili- 
tary Academy; the others, like Colonel Brooke, 
entered the service as officers of volunteers, Gen. 
Kautz also served as a private of Ohio volunteers 
during the Mexican war, afterwards being appointed 
to the Military Academy. 

The distinguished career of General Terry is well 
known, and as asoldier and a gentleman his reputa- 
tion is spotless. He was born at Hartford, Ot., Nov. 
10, 1827; educated at schools in New Haven and at 
the law school of Yale College ; entered upon the 
practice of law in 1848, and was clerk of the Su- 
perior and Supreme Courts of Connecticut from 
1854 to 1860. For some years prior to the Civil 
War he had been an active member of the State 
Militia, and since 1854 in command of the 2d Con- 
necticut Militia, which regiment was mustered into 
the service of the U. S. in response to the call for 
three months’ troops, and, with Terry still in com- 
mand, was engaged in the first battle of Bull Run. 
Returning at the expiration of the three months, 
Terry then organized the 7th Connecticut Vols., of 
which regiment he was appointed Colonel, Septem- 
ber, 1861, and which he commanded in the expe- 
ditionary oorps of General W. T. Sherman at the 
capture of Port Royal, 8. 0. At the siege of Fort 
Pulaski he was commended for zeal and placed in 
command of that work upon its capture. 
Promoted to be Brigadier General of Vol- 
aunteers in April, 1862, he served in the 
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It is with regret that we chronicle the neces 
sary withdrawal from active service of this able 
officer—this high-minded and honorable gentleman. 
The Army will join with us in the hope that he may 
long live to enjey in the dignity of his retirement 
the honors and the respect which he has so honestly 
won. No man is held in higher esteem in the com- 
munity from which he withdrew to enter upon his 
military career and to which he returns to spend 
his declining years. 

















MARRIAGE IN AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN ARMY- 


THE sixteen joyous Benediets of the class which 
graduated from the Military Academy in 1886, as 
each one contemplates the trim little figure which 
fills the post of henor opposite to him at the break- 
fast table, and consider his own happiness, may 
well afford to drop tears of commiseration at the 
unhappy fate of their fellow soldiers of the Army of 
Austro-Hungary. 

‘For an Austro-Hungarian officer,” says a writer 
in a recent number of the Militér Wochenbdlatt 
(No. 17, Feb. 22, 1888), ‘‘ the road to marriage is a 
hard road to travel” ; and his course is likened to 
that of a vessel, which, after following a round- 
about track and beset by many difficulties, is only 
at the last moment conducted into the safe harbor 
of matrimony by the milot who, in the guise of a 
clergyman, comes on board after many vexatious 
delays. 

That this is no exaggeration, a perusal of the ‘‘Mar- 
riage Regulations ” issued by the Austrian War De- 
partment in July of 1887 will sufficiently show. In- 
deed, to obtain the softly whispered ‘‘ Yes” of the 
fair one herself is by far the least difficult part of 
the whole proceeding ; the one important thing is 
the curt, official ‘“‘ Yes” of the War Department 
which, towards the gal!ant lover and the object of 
his heart’s a‘fections, stands in the same relation as 
does the hard-hearted parent or the brutal guardian 
in the old melodramas and whose conduct was wont 
nightly to bring down the execrations of the sym- 
pathetic gallery gods. 

The ** Marriage Regulations” just referred to, lay 
down very minutely the conditions that must be 
fulfilled before permission to marry will be-granted, 
and the steps necessary to secure the permission. 
In the first place, the number of married officers 
allowed at any one time is strictly defined. The 
General Staff is the favored body (perhaps as a 
stimulus to competition), for in this corps one-half of 
the officers may be married; while in the infantry, the 
Jagers, the cavalry, the artillery, the engineers, the 
train and the medical corps, the proportion is only 
one-fourth. If, therefore, the foregoing propertion 
is filled in the atm of the service to which the 
would-be Benedict belongs, there is no present hope 
for him. 


If, however, this difficulty does not stand in his 
way, he makes application for permission to marry, 
through the proper channels. In case of Generals, 
Colonels, and other officers of the Life Guards or of 
other troops connected with the immediate service 
of the Court, the application must be addressed to 
the Emperor, through the Military Chancellor; in 
the case of staff officers it goes direct to the Im- 
perial War Ministry; in case of other officers it must 
be transmitted through their immediate superiors 
tothe Corps commander. The application must be 
accompanied by the certificate of baptism of the 
intended bride and bridegroom, and also, in the 
case of minors, by the formal consent of parents 
or guardians. Officers who ate over 60 years of 
age must also forward a formal declaration from 
the bride’ in whith she’ reaounces all claim to 
4 widow's pension in case she survives her hus- 


A still more delicate condition is the ‘‘ certificate 
of good morals ” which is required on the part of 
the intended bride. As the Regulations make no 
mention of such a certificate on the part of the hus- 
band it is to be presumed that there are no officers 
of bad morals in the Austro-Hungarian service. 
This certificate must establish the unimpeachable 
Teputation of the bride, as well as her social status 
and must be certified by the clergyman of the parish 
in whieh she lives: Offers engaged in‘attive ser- 
Vice ‘ate not ‘redjttired (it dées 1iot'appeat' why)’te’at: 
tach this certificate to: hie? afatenes on, ‘but their 
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commanding officers are required to endorse upon 
it ‘‘ whether the lady in question is known to them 
or to the officers of the corps, personally or by 
reputation, and to give a full opinion as to the de- 
sirableness of the proposed marriage.” The en- 
dorsement of the commanding officer must also 
show whether the applicant’s private financial cir- 
cumstances are in a satisfactory condition, and 
whether the intended marriage will bring him any 
increase of income. 

In due time the application reaches the authority 
competent to decide the momentous question, the 
Military Chancellor, the Imperial War Ministry, or 
the Corps Commander, and the Regulations state 
very positively that they will be acted upon accord- 
ing to their order on file, irrespective of the rank or 
social position of the applicant. It is probably the 
only Official Register in the world in which a second 
lieutenant may take precedence of a major-general ! 

A principal element influencing the decision of 
the proper authority is the ‘‘ Marriage Guarantee” 
documents, which, if permission to marry be 
granted, are finally deposited in the office of the 
War Ministry. These documents must show: (1) 
That in case of officers of the general staff the pri- 
vate income of the applicant (or of the bride) is at 
least 1,000 guiden ($500); (2) That in case of staff 
officers (not of the general staff) the private income 
is at least 800 gulden ($400); (3) That in case of all 
other officers, to include captains, captain judge 
advocates, and regimental surgeons (the marriage 
of lieutenants does not seem to be contemplated) 
the private income is at least 1,000 gulden ($500); 
(4) That in case of military accountants the private 
income is at least 600 gulden ($300); (5) That in case 
of a civilian official employed in the military ser- 
vice the salary attached to his office is at least 1,200 
gulden ($600); othe:wise the proposed marriage 
must raise his income to that amount. 

The ‘‘ Marriage Guarantee” documents must be 
accompanied by certain securities, in the nature of 
vouchers, and the Regulations of 1887 state 
minutely what securities will be accepted. The list 
includes : interest bearing mortgages, interest bear- 
iff% bonds of a town or city, first mortgage bonds 
of railways, pension papers of the Military Order 
ef Maria Theresa; interest bearing private notes 
which are secured on real estate; and, finally, in- 
alienable personal property of the applicant. 

When city or town bonds are given as security it 
must be shown that they are legally recognized as 
proper for the investment of trust moneys. Real 
estate given in security must be properly appraised, 
title deeds must be good, and its sufficiency for 
producing the income stipulated in the ‘‘ Marriage 
Guarantee ” papers must be established. When the 
marriage guarantee is secured by houses or other 
buildings they must be covered by a fire insurance 
policy in a sound company. When the security is 
in the form of private notes secured on real estate, 
the title deeds of the latter must be certified by ex- 
tracts from the official Registry of Deeds, and its 
value must be established beyond doubt. No pri- 
vate bonds, nor city or town bonds, will be accepted 
as security, which profess to pay a higher rate of 
interest than 5 per cent. 

The Regulations further state that in no case will 
a personal endorsement be accepted as security; and 
that in case of any complications which delay the 
receipt of the stipulated income, the officer himself 
must at once take the necessary legal steps to make 
his securities valid. Finally the applicant must sub- 
mit a sworn document, attested by a notarial seal, 
in which the exact value of all the securities is 
given, and in which the applicant irrevocably de- 
clares that the income from these securities is to be 
set aside for the support of his wife and children 
and is to be settled upon them in case of his prior 
decease. . 

All these securities are forwarded to the War 
Ministry, where they are filed in the law section 
and’ their value verified. Upon a favorable report 
to this effect, and not before, permission for the 
applicant to marry may be granted by the proper 
authority, Not until then can be publicly announce 
his engagement of marriage. The securities, how-

The object of this procedure is, of course, to pre- 
vent the officer from anticipating the income from 
that part of his property which is represented by 
bis marriage guarantees. We may be permitted to 
doubt its effectiveness, in view of the numerous ad- 
vertisements which appear in the Austrian military 
journals, in which the advance interest on ‘* Marri- 
age Securities ” is offered at exorbitant rates. 











STRENGTHEN THE EXECUTIVE. 


Mr. Davip L. Evans, of Waverley Place, New 
York, has asked the Senate to order the Secretary 
of War to send two cavalry regiments to Chicago. 
In his petition he says: ‘‘Is it not time the Goy- 
ernment of this country waked up to the fact that 
a set of socialists in Illinois and Iowa are trying to 
destroy the great railroad interests, representing 
over $2,500,000,000 of property, or about one-third . 
of the wealth of the ceuntry—using their threats 
and missiles to block the wheels of commerce? It 
seems to me,” Mr. Evans continues, ‘‘if we have 
any Government at all it should use its power at 
once to put down the strike and riot in Chicago ; 
any candid man can see the Governor of Illinois as 
well as the Mayor of Chicago is either a socialist 
himself or is willing to see life and property des- 
troyed.” Perhaps Mr. Evans will be good enough 
to instruct the Senate as to which of the cavalry 
tegiments he would like to have sent to Chicago, 
and why he gives the preference to this particular 
arm of the Service. His petition would be much 
more to the purpose if he asked Congress to in- 
erease the force at . the disposal of the War Depart- 
ment. Time and experience will convince many 
besides Mr. Evans that we need to strengthen the 
executive arm of the Government, if we propose to 
successfully contend against the tendencies to dis- 
order which increase with the growth of our popu- 
lation and the development of new conditions. We 
have ceased to be a community of villages and ham- 
lets, governed by town meetings and local senti- 
ment. In eur great cities conditions exist which 
were not foreseen or provided for in our original 
scheme of government. Take, for example, the jury 
of the vicinage, which was supposed to be especi- 
ally competent to deal with local crimes and dis- 
putes because of its acquaintance with the persons 
indicted ; it is wholly out of date in a city like New 
York, where most men know little, and care less, 
about théir immediate neighbors. The less a man 
knows about a case or the parties to it, the better 
his chances of being selected as a juror; so that the 
whole theory of jury selection is inapplicable to 
the conditions prevailing in a metropolis. 
In our great cities, too, the local sentiment of 
good fellowship and the neighborly interest and ob- 
servation, which are such powerful conservators of 
order in smaller communities, are almost wholly 
lacking, and the posse comitatus is practically a 
myth. The problem as to how we are to adapt 
the American system to the entirely new and un- 
tried conditions, which result from the tendency 
of our population to concentrate in cities, is one 
that yearly grows in importance. There is no trou- 
ble about governing the cities; they are the most 
orderly and the safest of our communities; the ques- 
tion is how to reconcile the necessities of their gov- 
ernment to the American theory that we must avoid 
the increase of erganized and subsidized representa- 
tives of authority. We refuse to provide adequate 
and orderly protection against violence and dis- 
order, so that those who ean afford it hire their own 
retainers, such as Pinkerton's detectives. Thus 
money and not right determines the question 
whether an individual ora corporation can have 
protection. The simple appeal tocitizenship, which 
was the glory of Rome, counts for less and less with 
the American citizen. At home the hired Pinker- 
ton is our dependence, and abroad the sympathetic 
British minister or eonsul. 








THE London Pngineering in its issue of March 23 
presents a very interesting summary of one of the 
recent discussions in this country on the subject of 
built up forged steel guns versus steel cast guns— 
such as we have been intending to give, but have 
not thus far been able to find room for. © It takes 
for its’ text’ Mr’ Wim.

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Heavy Guns,” with the debate upon it, in which 
Messrs. Alfred Hunt and Collingwood and Captain 
Michaelis sustained the views of Mr. Metealf, and 
Messrs. Sellers, Marshall, Coffin,and Lieuts. Barber, 
Jaques, Ingersoll, and Knight opposed. Ooncluding, 
Engineering says: ‘‘ These discussions over the sea 
are very interesting reading and show also that use- 
ful experimentation is going on there. We desire 
to impress upon our War Office, perticularly at this 
moment when it has been practically admitted that 
the recent failures at Woolwieh were due to inat- 
tention to mechanicil laws, the very great impor- 
tance that the American naval officers and Captain 
Birnie give to the necessity of heeding these laws if 
a perfect gun is to result. Our conservatism may 
have saved us from a period of cast guns, but there 
is very much to be learned still from these discus- 

sions, not the least of which are that a simpler, 
more mechanical construction must be adopted, and 
a material employed which has been suitably worked 
and treated subject to those conditions of heat that 
give a beneficial control, and aid the working and 
treatment without fatiguing the metal or destroy- 
ing those tensions without which ne gun can effec- 
tually perform the serious work demanded of it. 

All the officers who took part in the discussion 
showed marked appreciation of Mr. Metcalf’s suc- 
cess with cast iron ordnance, and paid tribute to 
his experience as a steelmaker, and were unanimous 
in their views that obtaining certain physical char- 
acteristics in gun steel belongs to the domain of 
steel manufacturers, and that those thus engaged 
are the most competent to judge of the methods by 
which good gun steel is produced; but the condi- 
tion in which the finished gun was delivered to 

them is certainly a legitimate topic for officers to 
discuss.” 


Tae case of Asher C. Baker, involving the mght 
of naval officers to count their cadet service in com- 
puting longevity pay was submitted on brief in the 
U. S. Supreme Court on Monday last, An opinion 
may be looked for in about two weeks and if favor- 
able, 2s expected, the beneficiaries will in all prob- 
ability be able to have their claims certified to Con- 
gress for appropriation during the present session. 
Unusually rapid progress has been made in the 
prosecution of this casc. Less than two months 
have elapsed since the claim was filed in the Court 
of Claims and since then the opinion of that court 
has been obtained, an appeal to the U. 8. Supreme 
Court noted, the case argued there, and within two 
weeks the final decision will have been ren- 
dered. Oonsidering the importance of the case 
by the number of officers interested and the large 
amount of money involved the courts have been, to 
say the least, very considerate of the Navy.

Tux “ Union for the Improvement of the Canals 
of the State of New York” are sending out circulars 
urging upon public attention the important work of 
enlarging the canals of the Empire State. It is pro- 
posed to expend one million dollars in lengthening 
the locks and deepening the channels so as to per- 
mit the use of larger boats and a greater number. 
Of this sum, $100,000 is for the Oswego Canal, $200,000 
on the Champlain Cunal and $575,000 on the Erie 
Canal. The question of passing gunboats and tor- 
pedo boats through the canals and into the great 
waters should le considered in connection with this 
enlargement. It is insisted that the money for the 
enlargement of the canals should come from the 
State and not from the General Government, as the 
canals lie wholly within the State. As to this there 
ean be no objection, bnt it must be remembered that 
the work of defending the canals, as well as the lake 
coast, would fall to the General Government in case 
of war. They should be allowed, therefore, to have 
a voice in determining whether or not the plans for 
enlarging the canals require modification to meet 
tbe necessity for transporting Naval vessels. An in- 
teresting statement as to the value of the New York 
canals to the State appears in a circular we have re- 
ceived. It appears that while the three rival ports 
of Philadelphia, Baltimore and Boston received 
25,683,918 bushels of grain, during the period of the 
year when canal navigation was closed, there came 
to New York 22,945,633 bushels, but for the remain- 
ing seven months of the year, during which the 
State's canals were in operution, the receipts at the 
other three ports were 33,118,979 bushels to 74,563,509 
at New York. From ibis it wou'd appear that the 
supremacy of New York as a grain port depends 
upon its vanals, which must transport more grain to 
New York than the total amount transported by 
rail to the three ports of Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Boston, leaving New York the amount of its 
railroad transportation in excess of the total shipped 
to these three ports.

A SOLDIER OF FORTUNE. 


Tue National Tribune says: “ An old acquaint- 
ance has come to the surface on account of the trou- 
bles in Venezuela. It is ‘Bob’ Crawford, whom 
those who served in East Tennessee in the last part 
of 1863 and the beginning of 1864 will remember as 
the colonel of the 9th East Tennessee Cavalry. 
Crawford has had a career which overtops the wild- 
est romance. He was born near Hawkinsville, 
Tenp., of poor parents, but being naturally very 
bright and ambitious, he soon succeeded in attract- 
ing attention to himself. Andy Johnson, wheu a 
member of Congress, had him appointed to West 
Point, where he became very proficient in bis 
studies, but being detected in some irregularities. 
was expelled. He then went to New York, and, it 
is said, became a gambler, and was implicated in 
some very sbady transactions. Johnson retained 
bis friendship for him, however, and gave him a 
commussion to raise a regiment after Burnside took 
possession of East Tennessee. For awhile be did 
fair service, but his old propensities got the better 
of him, and he was cashbiered. He went to New 
Orleansand resumed h‘s old profession of gambling. 
By hook or by crook he obtained a large sum of 
money, with which be boughtand armed a scheoner, 
ran to dad, in Mexico, captured the place and 
levied an indemnity of $500,000. - With this he armed 
and equipped a large force which he had recruited 
and marched to the aid of Maximilian, who was soe 
a with him that he made him a General of 

ivision. He fought gallantly for Maximilian until 
the latter’s downfall, when he returned to New 
York, found favor with Jim Fisk, and went into 
heavy and successful speculation. He then set up as 
a gentleman, married a woman of good family in 
Vineland, N. J., where he lived three or four years, 
uatil he ran through bis fortune. His next move 
was to enter the service of the Khedive of Egypt, 
and then, at the outbreak of the Russo-Turkisb 
war, that of the Sultan of Turkey.

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PAY OF NAVY LINE AND STAFF. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE question of pay of line and staff officers of the 
Navy is being discussed in the most amicable man- 
ner possible by Ensign Smith and P. A. Engr. Mat- 
tice. Mr. Msttice with his characteristic modesty 
and candor admits that Mr. Smith's deductions are 
“in jous’’ and “ quite amusing.” und doubtless 
Mr. Smith will be equally affable and grant that Mr. 
Mattice is also ‘“‘quite amusing ’’—in fact all line 
officers will agree that he is one of the most amusing 
of men. If both sides will continue to be “ quite 
amusing” it is evident that the pay question is near 
solution. But Mr. Mattice not only adwits, in the 
generosity of his heart, that Mr. Smith was very 1n- 
genious and amusing ip bavivg koocked into smith- 
ereens all of Mr. Mattice’s tables and curves,founded 
on suppositiensand ancient history, but he proposes 
to outdo Mr. Smith in the matter of being amusing. 
He says that Mr. Smith's idea of leaving out commo 
dores and admirals im considering the question of

Mr. Mattice gays the present pay arrangement was 
intentionally made to “‘compensate”’ thestaff “in a 
degree” for their not being able to attain the rank 
of commodore and admiral. Now this was very kind, 
indeed, but it is in the nature of a yaod the 
American people, including line officers, object to 
subsidies on general principles. Does Mr. Mattice 
mean by using the weird expression ‘in a degree,” 
that the “compensation,” or subsidy, is bardly suffi- 
cientin his opinion? This is more than “quite” 
amusing and Mr. Mattice again beats Mr. Smith in 
the funny line. 

Mr. Mattice says that “equal pay for equai relative 
rank is not just,’ and that officers of all corps 
should receive the same total amount while on the 
active hst and after retiring. To make the thing 
“just,”’ therefore, it is necessary to subsidize or pen- 
sion the lower grades of staff officers, because they 
cannot be admirals. Pensions are usually granted 
to those who have performed certaio distinguished 
services in positions of great responsibility ; but Mr. 
Mattice, in his amusing way, justifies a system of 
pensions to those who never have, and in the nature 
of things never can perform “ certaiu distinguished 
services in positions of great responsibility.” Ad- 
dressing a line and a staff officer, he says: *“ When 
you arrive at the age of retirement, you will both 
have passed about the same length of time in the 
same grades and will have received practically the 
same pay, and when you are botb retired from act- 
ive service the compensation which you will both 
receive for the remainder of your lives for long and 
faithful service will still be equal;” and he might 
add, to complete this speech: “One of you will be 
responsible for the discipline and efficiency of the 
naval serviee and will command ships aed squadrons 
and be responsible for the result of the naval bat- 
tles of the future; the other will be entirely free 
from these responsibilities, and therefore your com- 
pensation will be the same.” 

But the most amusing part of the subsidizing plan 
by which the lower gradeyv of the staff get more pay 
than those of the line, 1s that if a line officer pegs 
out after thirty or forty years’ service and before 
reaching the grade of commodore, be must be quite 
satistied, although he has received during all those 
years far less pay than the staff offic-r who entered 
with him. At least three out of every four line offi- 
cers fail to reach the grade of Admiral (and proba- 
bly the e of commodore, too), and so itis ap- 

ut that we not only subsidize all staff officers 
they cannot become admirals (or because 
oue-fourth of the line officers may become admir- 
als), but we punish three-fourths of all tbe live offi- 
cers they can’t live long enough to be ad- 
mirals. Mr. Mattice will probably say that the lat- 
ter have no business to die. This is all very amus- 
ing except to three-fourths of the line officers. None 
o . Mattice’s elaborate tables, none of his pretty 
curves take this fact into account. This is one sup- 
position that he fails to make, for he assun es that 
every line officer will pass through the grades of 
Commodore and Admiral and spend severai years in 
these grades. In other words, Mr. Mattice’s tables 
and curves do not take facts into consideration, and 
they are entirely untrue when applied to three- 
fourths of the line officers of the n&val service. It 
is more than probable that three-fourths of the line 
Officers in the Service to-day will have received, 
when they die, considerable I-es pay than staff offi- 
cers who entered the Service with them. 

Mr. Mattice says: * A very fair comparison of the 
Pay of any two corps, supposing the importance of 
the respective duties to be equal, would be by means 
of the average pay per annum per year of service.” 

Now here is anotber of Mr. Mattice’s amusing 
suppositions. He insists on dealing with suppositious 
instead of facts. Now if the supposition is not cor- 
rect, it is evident, from what Mr. Mattice says, tha 
the comparison of pay 18 not “ very fair.”” But can 
We suppose “that the importance of the relative 
duties is equal?” Are the duties of a Chief En-

50 companies of infantry, or are the 1,500 mainly to 
go to the new artillery regiment? [n which case 
some companies out of the 50 would be skeleton 
companies. Now, anything looking towards skele- 
ton organizations is bad military tactics. it appears 
plain that under this clause skeleton companies are 
contemplated.

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THE REBELLION RECORD. 


WE find in the N. Y. Times this v: fair sum- 
ming up of the testimonv so far as published before 
the Committee appointed to inquire into the sllega- 
tion of the improper introduction of unofficial mat- 
ter nto Vol. XX. of the Rebellion Records: 

The subject involved relates to the Anderson Cav- 
alry, a Pennsylvania organization. The main body 
of the volume, as prepared by Col. Scott, shows that 
when ® marched to Murfreesborough in 
1862 the greater of this organization refused to 
go forward, on the ground that they had not been 
mustered in for general duty and were not equipped 
or officered for field service. A part of theregiment, 
however, pas aside these objections and marched, 
greatly distinguishing themselves in the ensuing 

ttle. Those who remained behind were put under 
arrest. The documents in the main t of the 
volume indicate that about 300 went forward, but 
the appendix inserted by Gen. Lazelle zives a list of 
43 officers and men who “went to the front and 
were engaged in the battle of Murfreesborough.” 
The heading of this list declares that it is “made 
from the official report to Gen. Rosecrans, compared 
witb and confirmed by the officia! records of the 
Adjutant-General’s Office, War Department.” Gen. 
Boynton's allegation is that this list contains the 
names of over of those who were put under ar- 
rest, and leaves out 31 who in the main volume were 
officially reported as taking pid the battle. 

At Saturday’s hearing Col. ile did not produce 
the alleged “ official report to Gen. rans,” and 
explained instead, as the report of the testimony 
runs, that Clerk Tweedale of the War Department 
had visited his office, and l:ad desired to have the 
list of members of the Anderson Cavalry, of which 
he had been a member. ivevurporated in the records, 
agreeing to furnish an official list. Twenty days 
later a list was received from the Adjutant-General, 
with a certificate declaring that it had been made 
from the official report to Gen. Rosecrans, and care- 
fully compared and found to be correct. Thus the 
origin of the listand of its beading were both aoc- 
counted for, and the position of Col. Lazelle is that 
a certificate of such a character. from such a source, 
has always been considered sufficient authority for 
publication. Chief Clerk Douglas, of the Adjutant- 
Geveral’s Office, testified that he had made up the 
list in the appendix, having compared the news- 
paper list with the muster rolls, and had noc certi- 
fied that it was from an official report to Gen. Rose- 
crans. Indeed, Gen. Rosecrans testified yesterday 
that he had never seen this “ official report,” and a 
clerk xndmitted having copied names m a news- 
paper list into the report. 

Without going further into détails, or seeking to 
autivipate the report yet to be made by the com- 
mittee, it must be already obvious that the House 
bas avted wisely in orderiog this inquiry. The great 
historical value of these records makes it essential 
to watch with great care the method of their pre- 

ration. The moment that any reasonable doubt 
alls on their authenticity, that value is impaired. 
That the present inquiry, however it will turn out, 
will have good results, no one can question.

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THE MURDER OF MR. L. S. CRAVEN. 


ly JourRNAL of March 17. we noticed the death, at 
San Diero, Cal., March 9, of Louis Stevenson Craven, 
soon of the late Commander Tunis A. Craven, U. S. 
sore The following particulars of his death are 
given. 

Mr. Craven, whe wasan expert accountant had 
at the time of his death been engaged for three 
weeks in examining the complications of the books 
of the San Quintin Colonization and Development 
Company, of which oneJ. E. Alexander was a memw- 
ber. When he called, according to appointment, at 
Alexander’s room at the Trenont House, to receive 
his pay. he found him packivg up. Mr. Craven an- 
nounced that he bad come as agreed to receive his 
money. Alexander said he had nothing for him. 

Craven said that he bad the accounts ready to band 
over, but should not give them up until he received 
what was due him, 

The only witness to what followed was one David 
Duncan. He testified that Craven said: “‘ You pro- 
mised to pay me at this time and 1 expect: you to do 
it.” Alexander retorted that be had not promised 
to’do so. Craven positively denied this, whereupon 
Alexander became greatly excited and declared 
that he would have Craven put out of the room. 
Craven said this should not be done, an‘. stoutly 
maintaining his rights, he went to the door and, plac- 
ing his back against it, put his left hand behind him 
on the key. Alexander, who had worked himself 
into a violent passion, then drew a revolver and or- 

Craven to open the door. Craven stepped 
bravely forward, with his hands extended. There 
was nothing to prevent Alexander from seeing that 
Craven had no pisto! or weapon of any kind in bis 
hands. He stretched his band iv the direction of 
Alexander’s revolver, at the same time saying, “1 
am not afraid of your pistol.”” When he was within 
six feet of Alexander the man fired. Craven stag- 
eres, pack, saying, “My God! man, why did you 

00 

Duncan further testified that when Craven said, 
“T am not afraid of your pistol,” he did notsay it in 
an angry manner. Hedic not threaten Alexander in 
any way, and there was nothingin his manner to 
cause Alexander to believe that he was in any dan- 
ger from the hands of Craven. Mr. Craven was as- 
sisted to another room by the proprietor of the hotel, 
whé came to the spot on hearing the shooting. Phy- 
eicaus were summoned and Alexander was arrested. 
Tae wound was such that the victim could not live. 
The bullet bad passed through the abdomen, emerg- 
ing near the backbone, and death resulted from in- 
ternal hemorrhage. The bullet was found in his 
clothing. He was then removed to his home, where 
he lied at 5 o’elock. The Coroner’s jury at the in- 
quest returned the verdict that the shooting was 

one “witbout cause or provocation.” 

The murdered man had gone to the Pacific eoast 
12. years ago, avd is spoken of in the highest terms 
by all who have been connected with him, socially 
orin business. He leaves a wife but no children. 
Mrs. Craven. who is nearly crazed with grief, is now 
with her relatives in San Francisco. Mr. Craven 
was buried from St. Paul’s Church in San Diego. 










































































































OUR POSITION IN SAMOA. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Baltimore Sun, writing 
under date of March 2from Apia, Samoan Islands, 
and referring to Germany’s iro» rule there, says: 

“On the evening of Oct. 19, 1887,a man of war was 
seen off the harbor, and when it was known that the 
Stars und Stripes were flying at her peak the joy of 
the natives was unbounded, for the belief that their 
country would ultimately be saved by the United 
States was still uabroken, and the sight of a ship 
carrying ‘be flag that had already brought freedom 
to millions they thought must surely bring deliver- 
ance to them. Crowds of joyful natives lined the 
beach and watched the incoming steamer, and it 
was only the influence of resident Americans that 
restrained them from manifestations of joy that 
would have provoked German punishmept. The 
vessel did not enter tbe barbor until the next 
morning, and proved to be the United States steam- 
ship Adams from Honolulu. [t soon became evi- 
dent that the commander of the Adams had no in- 
structions to interfere with the Germans, but was 
there to look out for American interests, whatever 
that indefivite term may mean, and it was now 
the opportunity of the Germans to impress upon 
the natives their helplessness by still further perse- 
cuting them notwithstanding the presence of an 
American man of war.” 

Referring to the capture of Asi, a warrior chief, 
and his transfer toa German man-of-war, be says: 
“The Adams was at Apia at the time of tbe seizure 
of Asi, and her presence only served to completely 
demonstrate the hopeless condition of the Samoans 
so far as the United States was concerned. On the 
afternoon of the 18th officers on the Adams may 
bave seen a boat containing the three chiefs, double 
ironed and guarded by German mariues, leave the 
Adler and go to a German trading schooner in the 
harbor, aboard which the chiefs were transferred 
and chained to tbe masts. A German launch then 
took the schooner in tow, and shaping a course un- 
necessarily pear the Adams the schooner’s colors 
dipped as sbe passed that vessel. It must have been 
a trying moment for thoseon board the Adams, and 
the crowd on shore hoped the German insolence 
would be rebuked by a refusal to return the salute, 
but in a moment the Stara and Stripes were dipped 
to the colors of a nation then perpetrating a species 
of cruelty worthy of the savages among whom these 
guiltless chiefs were to be cast, as it was then under- 
stood that the destination of the schooner was the 
Marshall Islands, recently acquired by Germany, 
and distant trom Apia nearly 2,000 miles. Samoans 
do not know what it is travel, and so great a pun- 
isbment is deportation regarded by them that these 
banished chiefs are now mourped as dead.”’ 





AMERICAN PATRIOTISM. 


In the article by Gen. O. O. Howard, U.S. A., on 
Patriotism, to which we have already referred, he 


says: 

“An English commander, for instance, goes to 
New York; he extends invitations to other naval 
officers or prominent land officials and gives them 
om board bis man of-war geperous hospitality. His 
government, withiu proper prescribed limits, meets 
the expenditure. This is done without a draft upon 
his personal pay. The American naval commander, 
on the contrary, does the same thing ina foreign 
city, but he does it at his own expense. This, of 
course, is all wrong. Give to the naval officer the 
means adequate to a respectful reciprocity and thus 
facilitate bim in making his couvtry properly re- 
spected among the nations of the earth. 

“But wherever you go beyond our boundaries 
you meet with men and women who, for one rea- 
son or another, bave left the United States, the 
place of their birth, and settled in a new home. In- 
variably the writer witnessed the manifestation of 
their inteuse love of country. The old homestead, 
the native town, the State, the Government, were 
uppermost in their thought and s bh. Among 
naval officers and merchantmen there was even 
more familiarity with our home affairs than could 
be found among the same classes’ bere. Buta spe- 
cially zealous patriotism appeared ameng the mis- 
sionaries and chers, like those at Robert College 
on the Bosphorus; those at Scutari on the Asiatic 
shore, those at Smyrna, at Alexandrja and at Cairo 
in Egypt. When our war broke out sons of mission- 
aries full of ardor came home to join our armies and 
fought for the Union. 

“One from Constantinople, for example, Capt 
Pwight, did so, obtained bis Captaincy by his euter- 
prise and gallantry. and then after the war turned 
a do most effective missionary work in Tur- 

ey. 








INDIAN EDUCATION. 


A LETTER has been written by the President in re- 
sponse to to a resolution adopted at a session of the 
Philadelphia Annual Conference of the Methodist 
—- Church, held in Philadelphia March 29, iu 
which he says: 

“The action taken by this assemblage of Christian 
men bas greatly surprised and disappointed me. 
They declare: ‘That this Conference earnestly 
protests against the recent action of the Govern- 
ment in excluding the use of native languages in the 
education of the Indians, avd especially the exclu- 
sion of the Dakota Bible among those tribes where 
it was formerly used. That while admitting that 
there are advantagesin teavhing English to the In- 
dians, to compel them to receive all religious in- 
struction in that lauguage would practically hinder 
their receiving it in the most effective way. 

“The Government seeks in its management of the 
Indians to civilize them and to pregere them for 
that contact with the world which necessarily ac- 
companies civilization. Manifestly nothing is more 
important to the Indian from this point of view 
than a knowledge of the English language. All the 
efforts of those having the matter in charge tend to 
the ultimate mixture of the Indians with our other 
people, thus making one community equal in ali 
those things which pertain to American citizenship. 

“Secular teaching 1s the object of the ordinary 
Government schools; but surely there can be no ob- 
jection to reading a chapter in the Bible in English, 
or in Dakota, if Englisn could not be understood, at 
the daily opening of those schools, as is done in very 
many other well regulated secular schools. In mis- 
sionary schools moral and religious instruction may 
be given in the vernacular as an auxiliary to Eug- 
lish in conveying such instruction.”

A UNIVERSAL SOLVENT. 


Iron, a scientific newspaper, gives an interestin 
account of what it calls the universal solvent, an 
which it declares, though long known to modern 
chemistry, bas only just been separated, and cannot 
even now be retained in 1ts isolated state, simply be- 
cause it destroys everything. This tury of the chem- 
ical world, it goes on to say, is the element Fluorine. 
lt exists peaceably in company with calcium in 
fluorspar, and alyoin a few other compounds; but 
when isolated, as it recently has been by Henr 
Moissan, it is a rabid gas that notbing can resist. It 
combines with all metals explosively. When the 
are already combined with some other non metallic 
elemept, it tears them from it and takes them to 
itself. ln uniting with sodium, potassium, calcium, 
magnesium and aluminium, the metals become 
heated even to redness by the fervor of its embrace. 
fron filings slightly warmed burst into brilliant 
scintillations when exposed to 1t. Manganese does 
the same. Even the noble metals, which at melting 
heat proudly resist the fascinations of oxygen, suc- 
cumb to this chemical sirev. At a moderate tem- 
perature glass is devoured at once, and water ceases 
to be water by coutact with this gas, which com- 
bines with ite hydrogen and at the same moment 
forms an acrid gas acid and liberates the ozone. 








SIMPLIFYING DRILL NOMENCLATURE. 


A LECTURE was recently delivered at London by 
Col. J. K. Maurice, R. A., Staff College, on *‘ The 
advantages of a simple drill nomenclature consistent 
for all arms, apropos of an weident of the battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir.”’

feet in length, and of 6 feet beam. The motive
